M/R; On 17 January 1961. the American Fmbaaay in London described 
as "fabrication from start to finish" the alleged "secret" State Department 
documents which were the subject of the main news story in a London 
newspaper the same day. The two documents were supposed to have been 
signed by Mr, Herter. the Secretary of State, and by Mr. Brucker, the 
Army Secretary. They refer to alleged American efforts, by various 
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ondexhand methods^ to induce Soviet citizens to take refuge in the 
West, and to recruit spies. With his Serial 18, of 20 January 1961, 
SUSDO (L) forwarded two clippings from the Manchester Guardian. 
Otherwise, self->esplanatory. Ho coordination required.
